I was only 13 years old 
when I first read this poem. It 
was called to my attention 
because of its paradox; the 
sadness and the hope this poem 
contains. ‘‘To with 
obstinacy, with every anxious 
desire, a Mexico that will be... in 
spite of every sorrow...” 

It reflects the sadness and 
desire of Amado Nervo 
concerning his country: Mexico. 
It is obvious that this famous 
Mexican poet felt the same 
sadness that the indigenous 
Mexican people felt and still feel 
today toward their land and 
culture. The question is “why 
the sadness?” 

The inborn sadness of the 
Mexican people is the result of 
the rape Mexican women 
suffered. They were the victims 
of the arrogant Spanish 
Conquistadores. Many books 
have been written about the 
pregnancy of women, but none 
about the pregnancy of teh 
Mexican indigenous women, 
who were raped by the Spanish 
Conquistadores.

Conquistadores left trememdous 
fear in the mentality of the 
Mexican poeple. The Mexican 
culture, the indigenous women 
and their intellectual chiefs, 
were made victims of the most 
horrendous crimes — just because 
they were of a different culture 
Were they inferior becuase they 
searched for a culture in 
harmony with mother nature’s 
rhythm?

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“Dream Week” at CSUS Will Return Fun to Film 


Watching movies is one way of finding out 
about other peoples’ dreams and having your own 
restructured. Watching movies is one of the best 
ways of taking in information. Watching movies is 
fun. 

That has been forgotten in recent years as film 
freaks have drowned themselves in jargon like 
“‘auteur,” “mise en scene,‘ “tracking shot,” 
“swish pan,” etc., while others have become 
excited about film as propaganda in the service of 
the cause. The socially concerned have worried 
about the effects of violence and hard core porn 
On our war-loving, sex-hating society — and to 
others the movies have become “cinema” with a 
capital “A” for art. 

The CSUS Cultural Programs Committee will 
try to get back to the dreams and fun next week 
with the week-long symposium entitled “All 
About Movies,” which will include filmmakers, 
critics, and lots and lots of movies. 

The symposium begins on Monday evening with 
a program presented by Albert Johnson, the 
former Program Director of the San Francisco 
Film Festival. Mr. Johnson is bringing with him a 
Swedish film that has never had a theatrical release 
in this country, “‘Here’s Your Life.” 

Jan Troell, the director of the successful “The 
Emigrants,” was wildly applauded in Europe for 
“‘Here’s Your Life’’ and hailed as the next Ingmar 
Bergman in Sweden, but American distributors 
have few places left where they feel that a foreign 
film by an unknown can fill the theatres. 

After the showing of the feature film, Johnson 
will lead a discussion on “Contemporary World 
Film,” a subject which Mr. Johnson is very 
familiar with from traveling all over the world on 
lecture tours and in search of new films for the 
San Francisco Festival. 
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On Tuesday the international emphasis will 
continue with a presentation by Anthony Williams 
on “Third World Films.” He will show films and 
talk about the increasing number of young, 
radical, and poor filmmakers around the world 
from Africa to Cuba to San Francisco. 

Williams was the director of the San Francisco 
Black Film Festival last summer. He has been a 
teacher of Black cinema at the university and high 
school level and has produced film shorts and 
television specials up to 90 minutes long. As well 
as acting with the American Conservatory Theatre 
in San Francisco, he co-produced that city’s 
version of “Big Time Buck White.” Mr. Williams 
will speak at 2:35 p.m.. in Anthropology 108. 

That evening at 7 and 9 p.m. in Psychology 153, 
another Northern California first will take place 
with the showing of American actress Barbara 
Loden’s first feature film, “Wanda.” In the 
tradition of some of the world’s greatest 
filmmakers, such as Orson Welles, Jean Renoir, 
and a few others, she has not only directed the 
film but written the script and played the title 
role 

The film has won much praise in Furope 
(including Best Film at the 1970 Venice Film 
Festival) and received good reviews in its New 
York opening but no distributor wanted to take a 
chance on a “female unknown” — so the film has 
been prematurely buried by a profit-oriented 
culture that believes in taking risk only if they 
have a 25% tax depletion margin 

“Wanda” is the story of a poor, barely literate, 
unsophisticated Appalachian hillbilly who is still 
smart enough to reject the rotten deal. She walks 
out on her husband and two babies, but where do 
you go after you reject the only life society 
permits for you? Can you ever go free?

Wednesday, Barbara Loden will speak in the 
Music Recital Hall at 1 p.m. and answer questions 
about her movie, filmmaking techniques, her 
feminist philosophies, and her career as stage 
actress, mother of two sons, and wife of the 
famous director Elia Kazan. 

Later that same afternoon, at 2 p.m. in Art 145, 
several local filmmakers will show their films. 
which include animated shorts, melodramas, 
impressionist lyrics, and Warhol-type 
documentaries. 

If Marshall McLuhan was right, then in the very 
near future those ot us who still desire to 
communicate wiil be using cameras. If that is so, 
then this showing will give encouragement to 
everyone who feels that he or she cannot 
communicate, for the camera may do more than 
the typewriter in the final analysis. 

On Thursday, Gunvor Nelson will show four of 
her films at 1:10 in Science 326. Ms. Nelson is a 
former housewife who took to filmmaking to 
express herself (“I want to go into myself as much 
as possible... have only myself to come from”). 
Her films have won prizes at the Ann Arbor Film 
Festival, the Oberhausen Festival, the Berkeley 
Film Festival, the Chicago Art Institute Festival 
and other places. 

The four films include *““Schmeerguntz,” 
possibly the best film ever made about the bitter 
reality of the “feminine mystique” in this country; 
“Fog Pumas,” a frightening surrealistic film that 
creates fear without knowledge; ‘‘Kirsa 
Nicholina,”’ a beautiful poem of a film about 
childbirth and love; and her latest film, 
“Take-Off,” a nasty and charming little joke about 
‘aning off clothes and taking off for the moon 
done in the collage style of “Schmeerguntz.” 

On Friday, Ernest Callenbach, the editor of 
Film Quarterly, will give a talk entitled “New 
Styles in Contemporary Films.”’ Mr. Callenbach as 
editor of the prestigious Film Quarterly magazine 
and editor of the film book publications of the 
University of California Press occupies an 
extremely influential position in the world of film 
criticism. 

Callenbach has published and lectured for many 
years. In addition to his film interests, he has also 
recently published a book called “Living Poor 
With Style,” which should interest many CSUS 
students who aspire to style but lack the funds or 
the know-how. Callenbach will speak in 
Psychology 153 at 10 a.m. 

The last program of the symposium will feature 
Bay Area filmmaker Bruce Connor with ten of his 
experimental shorts. Winner of the 1973 National 
Endowment for the Arts Fellowship, Connor is a 
multi-media artist who has worked as a sculptor, 
print-maker, painter, light-show director. and at 
other allied arts and crafts. He has won 
innumerable awards, showing his films everywhere 
from Berlin to Lincoln, Nebraska. After the 
veiwings, scheduled for 2 p.m. in Anthropology 
108, he will answer questions and talk about life as 
an impoverished filmmaker who once ran for 
mayor of San Francisco. 

On the one one hand, the title of the 
symposium, “All About Movies,”’ may prove to be 
a pretentious claim, for one week is hardly enough 
to touch all. Hopefully, it should help the campus 
community to find out once again that watching 
movies -- and dreaming - is just plain fun. 
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Astrology--Sign of the Times?

Are you into astrology? How 
much of it do you believe? Or 
don’t believe? Car it help your 
personal life? Or is it 
detrimental? 

The students enrolled in 
Stephen Arroyo’s new extension 
course will soon be looking for 
these answers and more, as they 
begin learning the fundamentals 
of astrology and how to apply it 
to their own lives. 

The class is entitled, 
‘‘Astrology: Potential Science 
and Intuitive Art,” and focuses 
on the practical application of 
modern astrology both as an 
intuitive art and as a potential 


science (Jan. 31, i973 press 
release from Maria Del Drago). 

Atroyo’s class, which began 
March 21, will deal especially in 
using astrology as a symbolic 
language and guides to personal 
wholeness gained through 
individual birth charts. 
Participants in the class will also 
become acquainted with the use 
of astrology in psychotherapy 
and counseling. 

Arroyo has several credits to 
his field. He received his M.A. in 
psychology and wrote this thesis 
on astrology’s relation to 
psychology. He has published 
numerous articles on astrology 





in magazines and journals and 
has also taught classes in 
astrology and natural healing 
processes at JFK University in 
Martinez and at UC Davis 
Experimental College. He has 
also taught courses in 
Parapsychology and Personality 
Development. He holds a 
California Community College 
Counseling credential and uses 
astrology extensively as an aid in 
his counseling work. 

If proven successful here_ at 
CSUS on an experimental basis, 
the course could very well 
become a regular class addition 
to the fall semester.

Chicanas Are-Always 








Have Been-Strong

Chicanas have suffered a 
double burden in this country. 
Not only have they been 
oppressed as Chicanas, but 4s 
women. 

On Friday, Antonia Castaneda 
Shular, a professor of Chicano 
literature at the University of 
Washington, talked about 
Chicanas and how they have 
suffered throughout history. 

Although things are changing 
some, throughout history, Ms 
Shular believes Chicanas have 
been used as an instrument of 
demoralization. “One way to get 
to a society,’ she said, “is to 
attack its women.” 

The history of Chicano people 
in this country is made up or 
racism, socio-economic 
oppression, political repression, 
and brutality. Chicanas have 
suffered the same oppression 
and racism. 

The strength of Chicanas was 
a point Ms. Shular emphasized. 
Many have spent their lives 
working in the fields, having to 
go back and forth to tend the six 
or seven children in the car. 
After working all day in the 
fields they would return home 
to prepare the meals and clean 
the house. 

While Anglos have viewed 
them as ‘‘hot-blooded 
senoritas,” Ms. Shular made it 
clear that in reality Chicanas are 
“creative, dynamic, innovative, 
and strong.” 

For years the family has been 
considered the economic unit 
for Chicanos. Because of this, 
women have been expected to 
work as hard as men. 

This was difficult since it was 
also the woman’s responsibility 
to care for the children, who 
usually remained in the car 
throughout the day. Often 
children died in the cars, and 
Chicanas took the burden of the 
death. 

Since the Catholic church 
does not condone contraception 
and most Chicanas have had very 


little knowledge of birth control 
methods, they have usually had 
one child right after another. 
For many reasons this has 
created problems for them. Not 
only has the Chicana had to 
assume total responsibility for 
her six or seven children, but she 
has had to continue with her 
economic assistance as well. 
Often she has had to give birth 
in the field. 

The physical difficulties alone 
have perpetuated her oppression. 
Giving birth to one child after 
another debilitates the body, 
causing frequent deaths among 
young Chicanas 

Another problem Chicanas 
have encountered is that of 
being rejected by Chicanos 
During World War Hl when the 
men left home to join the 
service, their wives were then 
left in charge of the households 
After the war there were no jobs 
for the returning GI’s. Often 
they decided to go to school. 

When the world of education 
was open to them, they realized 
that most Chicanas had a fairly 
limited view of things. At this 
time, many Chicanos married 
Anglo women who were in 
school or working. 

Ms. Shular pointed out one of 
the contradictions Chicanas have 
been forced to live with. The 
men in their lives expect them to 
be highly intellectual, but not to 
leave home. 

Drugs have helped Chicanos 
escape reality. It has been 
common for Chicanas to become 
prostitutes to support the drug 
habits of their husbands, 
brothers, or fathers 

It is not easy to live an 
oppressed existence. And, 
although things are changing, 
Chicanas in this country have 
lived a double oppression. Not 
only have they felt the pain and 
anger of being brown in a 
white-oriented society, but they 
have suffered the ‘degradation 
and helplessness of being women 
in a male-dominated worid

“‘Joan Reis is respected 
around town by the right 
people.”’ This was Wes Jackson’s 
opening statement to the public, 
in introducing this hard-working 
young woman for the 
environment. 
Ms. Reis gave a speech last 
Thursday afternoon, March 22 
here on campus. The speech was 


entitled ‘‘Voting for the 
Environment,” and included her 
involvement, and the 


involvement on the part of the 
public. 

According to Ms. Reis, the 
care of environment doesn’t 
being with one person or one 
group or one anything.

questions were raised. How do 
we begin ? Do we really want to? 
And, do we really care? 


Most important, says Ms. 
Reis, are our state 
representatives. Our city, 


county, and state representatives 
tend to do more for our lives 
than does the President of the 
United States, Vice President, or 
federal people. Oddly enough , 
only four hands were raised 
when Ms. Reis asked how many 
persons knew the names of their 
senator and assemblyman. Few 
people are even aware of whom 
their representatives are, and 
according to Joan, this is our 
first step in the improvement of 
the environment, finding out 
about these people and what 
they do 

“If we don’t know who our 
representatives are, they can do 
whatever they like and 
occasionally we'll sit back and 
8asp at an action that’s 
happened, but meanwhile they'll 
have done it without our 
consent.’ Calling a County Clerk 
or local library is the easiest 
means of learning about these 
people representing your home 
county. 

The next question is, how to 
keep informed if you choose to 
be? Ms. Reis added this not only 
applies to the environment but 
to other areas and issues you 
want changed legislatively 
Another is: Are there any groups 
involved for this purpose? Says 
Ms. Reis: “It’s much easier to 
work with a group than with an 
individual.” 

One method of learning about 
these groups is to read the 
California Journal One can find 
out about bills, votes and 
quantative information on issues

Environmental voting began 
three years ago. For the first 
time in history, all of the United 
States began learning what the 
word ‘‘environment” meant. 
One thing that had held back 
legislative environmental 
programs in the past was its 
“secondary importance”’ to tax 
reform, education, and assorted 
problems of the same. However, 
these programs had always 
headed the list. However, in 
1970 one legislator became a 
lobbyist for the environment, 
for the public’s new concern. 
Here sprouted environmental 
voting issues 

Ms. Reis remembers her first 
time at an assembly session 
Often a bill she had pushed for 
was never read after a day's 
meeting, or it was postponed for 
further testimony. Here is a 
perfect example of legislators 
doing things the way they want 

She is a Legislative 
Birdwatcher. She and people like 
herself are both pushers for 
environmental improvement 
Her committee began recording 
how various legislators votes, 
seeing who was pro or con on 
different issues 

[his is the first time in 
California history that this 
process has been put into effect 
Some legislators disliked the 
move but there was nothing they 
could do. 

The press picked up the story 
The public followed and began 
asking who was voting each way 
Ms. Reis said that there is now a 
collective booklet published, 
naming each bill, every vote, and 
how every legislator voted, not 


Only on environmental issues, 
but on all issues 
Collective booklets naming 


how the voting has changed in 
the last three years on 
environmental issues were also 
produced. The Legislative 


Birdwatchers even went further 
with their research and they are 
now planning to publish results 
on the absenteeism of legislators 
for state committees, and how 
often this occurs 


Undergroaura 


Last year two major victories 
improved the environment 
through legislative and judicial 
powers. The coastal bill passed 
after three years of defeats in 
the Senate and was passed by 
California voters. 

The Friends of Mammoth 
River Decision also had its 
Victory. On the basis of 
environmental factors the judge 
in the court decision ruled 
against an apartment complex 
being built. The original 
complaint had been made by 
private citizens living in the area. 

It was a landmark decision 
because, for the first time, such 
an environmental issue was 
applied to private interests and it 
overruled a proposed legislative 
amendment to the court 
decision. 

Ms. Reis returned to her main 
point. How do people find out 
what's going on? She proceeded 
to announce the Citizens 
Awareness Conference, to be 
held Monday, April 19, at 10 
a.m. in the “mpire Room of the 
Senator Hotel. This conference 
will be a public attempt to show 
the public to various groups 
involved for environmental 
purposes in government. 


Writing letters to your 
legislators are more help than 
KENNETH KOCH 


most people believe. They are a 
good form of statistics and the 
legislators do look into what 
citizens have to say. Says Ms. 
Reis, ‘‘I’ve been amazed,” 
referring to the action letters 
have produced. 

Writing legislation for the 
environment is also beneficial, 
most assuredly to legislators who 
take these bits of information 
into consideration. 

Going to Senate or Assembly 
sessions will help the citizen to 
better understand what really 
goes on. A face legislators see a 
few times reminds them that 
there are concerned private 
citizens. 

Ms. Reis ended her speech by 
quoting an old Secretary of the 
Senate: “There is nothing wrong 
with the California Legislature 
that cannot be remedied at the 
polls. If the voters will devote 
the same diligence and care in 
electing legislators that they 
expect legislators to devote to 
enacting legislation, they will 
preserve a free and independent 
legislature.” 

Obviously this theory proves 
to be true if used properly and
